3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a method of occluding a uterine 
artery which includes, inter alia, providing a uterine artery occlusion device with an 
elongated cannula, first and second extendable members, and a blood flow sensor; 
extending the first and second extendable members at first and second locations of a 
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fornix and at first and second sides of a located artery, invaginating the walls of the 
fornix at the first and second locations with the extendable members, and 
interpenetrating a length of ligation material through the invaginated walls. Additionally, 
the prior art of record does not disclose an intravaginal uterine artery occlusion device 
including, inter alia, a cannula, fist and second elongated means extending distal to a 
distal end of the cannula and configured to invaginate tissue, a blood flow sensing 
means on the distal end of the cannula, and a penetrating means configured for 
advancing ligation material between the first and second elongated means.
